Narvik, Norway, 
June 8, 1907 
Editor Chronicle:-

like Summer so that the leaves nave 
just started to come ont on the 
treei and itis yetling quite warm 
now during the day as the sun 
shines nearly night and day when 
it is clear and in about two weeks 
we will have the midnight sun, 

At the present time the sun sets 
about 11 o'clock so it is light all 
the time and it seems good to have 
daylight insterl of darkasss as it | 
was all Winter.
